men ſhould be ſuch , as rather to perd our ſelves to relieve 
them, then by /ewd prattiſes to deſtroy them ; when by our d:/- 
ſolute debauchment we bave deſtroyed our ſelves.

And we reade, that affinity among the Heathens could not 
onely keepe away the force, and ſupprefle the malice of deadly 
foes, but alſo retaine pignora juni ſanguinss, as Julia did («> 
ſar and Pompey; and as the Poet ſaith, 

Ut generos ſocerts meate junxere Sabiug. 
And therefore why ſhould not conſangninity, and the bond of 
flehh and bloud {upprefle the-exvy of friends, and retaine the 
love of brethren ? | 

But theſe prove true the old faying , that Fratrum ire inter 
fe inimiciſſim2, the wrath of brethren 1s moſt deadly ; as it ap= 
peared, not onely'in Cazn againſt Abe/, Romnlmu againſt Re»

Pallace, not eaſily broken. Nam ut aqua calefatta , cums ad fii- 
giditatem reducitur frigidifſima eſt ; For as water that hath 
beene hot, being cold againe, is colder then eyer it was-before;. 
and as the Adamazt, if it bee once broken, is {hivered intoa 
thouſand pieces ; {ſo /ove, being turned into hatred , and the 
bond of friezd/hip being once diſſolved, there accreweth.nos» 
thing but a ſwift increaſe of deadly. hatred : So it happened 
now in the Campe of 1\ael, that the ſaying of Saint Bernard is. 

found true, Omnes amici, & omnes inimios , all of a houſe, and 
yet NOS at peace ; all of a kindred, and yer all in mortal ha- 
tred, 

' And as Corah and his companions were fo nearely allyed an. 
to Moſes, of the Tribe of Levi; fo Dathan and eAbiram werz 
men famors in the Congregation, noble Peeres and very popu 
lar men, heads of their families of the Tribe of Rexben, A ſubtle 
practiſe of that peltiferous Serpent, to joyne Simeon and Levs, 
Clergy and Laity m this wicked fation of Rebellion ; the one 
under colour of d4ifſembled /a»#zty, the other with their pow- 
er and uſurped a#thority,to ſeduce the more, to make the grea- 
ter breach of obedience. And fo it hath been alwayes,that we 
ſcarce reade of any Rebellson , bnt {ome baſe Pricfts the Chap- 
Iaines of the Devill, have begot it ; and then the Nobles of the 
people, arripientes anſam, taking bold of this their defired op- 
portunity, do fofter that which they would have willingly fa- 


thered; as beſides this Rebellion of Corah, that of Facke ( ade, 


in the reigne of Hezry the ſixth ; and that of Perkin Warbeck,, 
in the time of Hezry the 7", and many more that you may 

finde at home, in the lives of our owne Kings, may make this 
point plaine enough, But they ſhould have thought on what 
our Saviour tells us , that Every Kingdome divided againſt 3t 


ſelfe is brought to deſolation; and every Citie or Houſe divided 


erainſt it ſelfe , * adorn, ſhall not ſtand, What a miſchiefe 
then was it for theſe men to make {ach a diviſron among rheir ' 
: OWNnc 
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owne Tribe , and in their owne Campe ? Nondam tibi defuit 
hoſts : had they not the Egyptians, arid the (anaanites , and 
the eAmalckites, and enough belides to fight againſt, but they 


muſt raiſe a civil! diſcord in their owne houſe ? could not their 
thoughts be as devout as the Heathen Poets, which faith, 


———Omnibu hoſftes 
Reddite nos popults,cavile avertite bellum. 


And therefore this makes the finne of home-byed Rebels the 


more #xto/erable, becauſe they bring ſuch an 1/:as malorum, fo 
many ſorts of #n«uſuall calamities, an grievors iniquities upon 
theirowne brethren. | 

3. Theſe Rebels were of their owne Religion, profeſling 
the ſame faith that the others did: Er religio dicithr 4 religan- 
do,(faith Laftantius;) and therefore this bond ſhould have tyed 
them together firmer then the former ; for jf equall manners do 
moſt of all binde affections; Zt fimilitudo morum parit amicts 
tiam, as the Orator teacheth : then hoc magnum eſt, hoc mirum, 
that men (kould not love thoſe of the ſame Religion. And if 
the profeſſion of the ſame trades and aQtions is ſo forcible, not 
onely to maintaine peace, but alſo to zxcreaſe love, and amitie, 
as we ſeein all Sociertzes and corporations of any mechanicke 
craft or handie- worke,they do inviolably obſerve that maxime 
of the Civill Law.to give an #»tereſt unto thoſe qui fovent con- 


ſimilem cauſam: {o that as birds of the ſame feather, they will 


ciuſter all in one, and be zealoxs for the preſervation of them 
that are of the /amze craft or ſociety : why then ſhould not the 
profeſſion of the ſame Religion, it not 3ncreaſe affeRion, yer at 
leaſt deraine men from diflention ? 

For, though diver ſities of religion, oz bene conveniunt, can 
feldome containe themſclves for any while in the fame King- 


dome, without C:v:// diltraftions , eipecially if each partie be- 
of a neere equal! power, which ſhould move all Governours to 


doe herein, as Hannivall did with his army, that was a mixture 
of all Nations, to keepe the molt /#SþeFed under, and ranke

as Henry'the fourth d1d With the Brittarzes to make ſich Laws,

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that'they were never able to rebel! : ſo ſhould the diſcreet Ma*3 
giltrate, not rote out a people, that they be uo more a Nation . 
but ſo /ubordinare the furtheſt from truth to the beſt profeſſors 
that they ſhall never be able any wayes to endanger the true 
religion; yet where the ſame religion is #niver/ally profeſ- 
ſed, excepting /mall difterences 1n adiaphorall things ; Que non 
diverjificant ſpecies, as the Schooles ſpeake ; it is more then #n- 
»aturall for any one to make a Schiſme, and much more tran- 
{cendently heynous to rebe# againſt his Governours, But in- 
deed no finne 1s fo ynnatrrall, no offence fo heynow , but that 
{welling pride, and diſcontented natares will foone perpetrate; 
no bonds nor bounds can keep them in. And therefore Corah 
mult rebe# ; and ever fince in all Socteries, even among the Le- 
vi1es,and among the Prieſts, the diſordered ſpirits have rebel- 
led againſt their Governours , & fecerunt unitatem contra uni- 
ratem; and ereAing Altars againſt Altars, (as the Fathers ſpeak) 
they have made coxfederacies and conſpiracies againlt the truth, 
and thereby they have at all times drawne after them many 
multitudes of :gzorant ſoules nnto perdition ; This is no new 
thing, but a true ſaying ; and therefore our Saviour biddeth ns 
to Take heed of falſe Prophets, and of rebellious ſpirits; that as 
Saint Fob» faith, went from us,but were not of us, but are indeed 


the poy/on and incendiaries both of Church and Common» 
wealth.

Numb. 16. 9. ſeparated them from the reſt of the multitude of Iſrael , and ſet 
them neere to God himſelfe, to doe the ſervice of the T abernacle 
of the Lord : and therefore the light of natare tells us,that they 
were molt z»gratefull, and as inhumane as the broode of Ser 
pents, that would ſting him to death , which to preſerve bis 
life, would bring him home 1n his boſome. 
And it ſcemes this was the tra»ſceudencie of Fudas his my, 
and. 
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and that which crigeood oue Cawvinne mAlt nf all. that he, whom 
he had called to be one of his 12 Apoltles, whom he had made 
his Steward and Treaſurer of all his wealth, and for whom hee 
had done more then for tho#ſands of others, ſhould betray him 
into the hands of ſinners ; for if it had beene another ( faith the 
Pſalmiſt ) chat had done mee this diſhononr, I could well have 
borne it, but ſeeing it was thou my familiar friend, which didf(t 
eate and drinke at my table, it muſt needs trouble mee x for 
though in others it might be pardonable, yet in thee 1t1s zxtole= 
rable; and therefore of all others he faith of Judas, ve ilis ho . 
ini, woe be unto that man by whom the Sonne of man 1s be- 
trayed, it had beene better for him he had never beene borne, as if 
his ſinne were greatey then the ſinnes of eAnanias, Caiphas, or 
Pilate. | | 

- But the old faying is moſt true, Improbr 2 nullo fleftitar ob - 
ſequio , noſervice can ſatisfie a froward foule, no favorr, no: 
benefit, no preferment can appeaſe the rebelions thoughts of 
diſcontented ſpirits. And therefore notwithſtanding Io- 
ſes had done allthis for Corah, yet Corah muſt rebel! againſt 
CHoſes: So many times, though Kings have given great ho- 
nours unto their ſabje.ts, made them their Peeres, their 
Chamberlaines, their Treaſurers, and their ſervants of neereſt 
place and greateſt truſt. And though Aaron,the High Prieſt, or 
Biſbopdoth impoſe his hands on others, and admit them into 
Sacred Orders above their brethren, to be neer the Lord, and _____ 
beſtow all the preferment they can upon them : yer with Co. 7-4. >

not he for all this lifrnp his hand againſt the Lords annointed ; Feb. Servines 
but ref/ed their gold, rejeffea their conditions , and diſmiſſed pro libertat. Ecn 
the Embaſſadours, as witneſſes of his faith to God , his fidelity 4, & / 41a 
and allegeance to his King , and peaceable minde towards his Mt Py

Where you ſee this prudent and good Prince had rather pa- 
rently ſuffer thele intolerable injuries that were offered , both 
to himſelfe, to the 3zferzonur Magiitrates,and to 21any other good 
Chriitians for his ſake, then any wayes #zdztifally reſiſt the or-= 
dinance of God. And ſurely this example 1s moſt acceptable 
unto God , mott wholſome for any Common» wealth, and moſt 
Honourable for any ſubordinate Prince ; for T am certgine this is 
'the faith of Chriſt, and the relig5oz of the true Proteſtants , not 
to offer, but to /#ffer all kinde of injuries, and to render good 
for evill ; and rather with patzezce, love, and obedience,to ſtn- 
dy to gazne the favour of their Perſecuters,then any wayes with 
force and armes to withſtand thoſe that God hath placed in

warrants and commands in the Kings name) and who not one» 
ly can recallall the facultie of judging and governing from his 
inferiour Magiltrates whenſoever he pleaſe; but alſo being pre- Fehan, B:dinm 


ſent, all the power and juriſdiQtion of all his #xder Magiſtrates, 4 75p%6.4. 2c 5+ 
Corporations, Colledges, Orders, and Societies doe ceaſe, and 


are even then reduced into him, from whom before they were 


derived.

of prey : and ſo it 1s in molt warres, that avarice and deſire of 
gaine makes way for a/ kinde of cruelty and oppreſſion, and 
then it is as it was among the Romans, a fault enough to bee 
wealthy ; and they ſhall be pl#zared, rhat is, in plaine Engli/h, 
robbed of their goods and poſlefiions, without any ſhew -of /c- 
gall proceedings. 

But they that ##:/d their owne houſes ont of the rauine of 
the State , and make themſelves r:ch by the impoveriſhing of 
their neighbours, are like to have bur ſmall profit , and lefſe 
comfort in ſuch rapine ; becauſe there is a h:ddex curſe that lure. 
keth init, and their. acconr {hall.be great , which they muſt 

render for it. | 
Therefore I conclude this point: that for no cau/e, and upon 
no pretext, it is Jawfull for any {ubje to rebel againſt his So- 
veraigne governour; for CMeſes had a cauſe of jaſtice, and a 


ſeeming equity to defend and revenge his brother upon the 
e/Eoyptian: And Saint Peter had'the -zeale of rye religion, 
and as a man might thinke, as great a reaſox as could be, to de- 
fend his 2Zafter that was molt innocent , from molt vile and 
baſe indignities, and to free him from the hands of his moſt 
Avgnſt. contra Cruell perſecuters; and yet (as S. Anugaſtine faith) Urerque

his garment : E/ias could call for fire from Heaven to burne 
the two Captaines and their men, a hundred in number, onely 
for deliring him to come downe unto the King; as you may ſee, 
2 Reg.1.10,12. and yet he would not refilt «chad his King 
that ſought his life, and was an enemy to all religion ; but hee 
rather fled then defired any revenge, or perſwaded any man to 
+-bell againit hime E/ayas was ſawed in pieces by MManaſſes, 
/eremy was calt into the Dungeon, Dazzel expoſed to the Ly- 
ons, the Three Childrenthrowne into the fiery Furnace, Amos 
thruſt through the temples, Zacharias Naine in the porch of 
the Temple, Fames killed with the ſword, Peter faſtened to 
to the Crofle with his head downward , Bartholomew beaten 
to death with clubs, Matthew beheaded, Pax! {laine with 
the ſword, and all the glorious company of the CHartyrs, 
which have enzobled the Church with their innocent /:fe , and 


zalarged the ſame by their pretious death, never refſfted any of 


their Perſecuters , never per/waded any man to rebel againlt 
them, never car/ed the Tyrants, never imp/ored the aide of the 
infertour Magiltrates, or ſiperiour Nobility, either by force to 
eſcape their hands, or by violence to vej;ft their power; for 
they thought it more hozour unto Gol , and farre better to 
themſelves , that the j«/# ſhould #xjuſtly ſuffer for righteouſ- 
neſle ſake, then under the co/orr of jultice undutitully to reſe/F, 
and unjuſtly to rebel againſt theſe unjult Periecuters. 

And yet ſome men are not aſhamed to averre, that meere 
prevate men and inferiour ſabjects , 1f their King as a Tyrant 
ihould invade them like a robber or raviſher,may defend them- 
{elves and oppoſe the Tyrant, as well and as violently as they 
may reſt a private thiefe, or a high-way robber.

them, and 44oſes (as the King) over all ; and he was ſubjeCt 
neither to any of them apart, nor to al of them together, but 
Amlrof, in Pſ. onely unto God himſeife ; and therefore (as S. Ambroſe ſaith) 
70, he was obliged by nolawes, becauſe Kings are free from the 
bonds of offences, and cannot be called to their pan:;ament by 
any 
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any Statute, Txts imperiz poreſtate, being ſafe from men by the 
power of their Dominion, 

But then you will object : If the Tyrant may thus doe what 
he will, without reſſtance , then he may deltroy the whole $9- 
ciety of men, and eſpecially the Church of Chriſt , when the 
worſe part, that 1s, the Tyrant and his Flatterers, ſhall take and 
roote away the better; that is, the tre ſervants of God. 

I anſwer, that the /ociety of men and the communion of Saints, 
the Chrrch of Chrilt and the Common wealth , are continued 
and preſerved,not by any hnmane policie, but by the divine 
providence, which uſeth the power and policie of men to doe 
it ; and yet,contrary to their power,and beyond all their poſicres, 
ſufereth not the {ame to be deſtroyed by the ſubtlety or cruelty 
of any Tyrant, whom he can bridle when he will ; and either 
put a hooke in his noltrills , or cat him off at his picaſure ; and 
though this our God, when he will, and as /o»g as he will, ſaffe- 
reth wicked Kings and T yra#ts to reigne and rage over his peo- 
ple, and diſpoſeth the Miniſterie of thoſe evill Governours for 
the puniſhment of #»gedlineſſe, or the tryall of our fairh; yet 
heisno /eſſe mercifull and goo4 unto us, when, either for the 
proofe of our fidelity, or the ſcourging of our 6Grnes by cruell 
Tyrants , for the healing of ourdying and periſhing ſoules, hee 
puniſyeth us ; then when he heapeth his %/efings upon us, by 
moſt meeke and clement Princes, for the comfort and confſola- 
tion of this preſent life. Neither may we rhivke, that by this

and his S:6je&s, but alſo that azfferent ſtation which is betwixt 


the /upreame and the inferionr powers : for the words ſent of 


him, doe molt c/earcly conclude, that the i»feriour Magiltrates 
have 0 power to command,but by the ver:ze,power,and force 
which they receive from the /#preame ; 2nd that the 7nferiour 
Magittrates oppoſed to the ſupreame power , are but as pri- 
wate men : and therefore, that as they are rzlers of the people, 
ſo, being but inſtruments unto the King, they are /#bjetts unto

their fagitious Kings, Conſuls, and other Tyrants, that behaved 

themſelves moſt wickedly, out of Rome; and ſo many Peeres 

and Potentates of other Kingdomes, that in the like caſes did 

the like.

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To what eng ted the Rater: of tens, fifties, hundreds, and thouſands, which 
Kings doe alwayes acknowledged themſelves his /#bje&s, and not his a/- 
chooſe their /orzates inthe government of the people. And fo orher Kings 
interiour Na and Princes have alwayes choſen whom they pleaſed to be theis- 
gras Peeres, Counſellors, and inferiour Magill ell to 
ecres, Counſcilors , and inferiour Magiftrates, as well to beare 
ſome part of their burthen (as Jethro faith unto e Moſes) and ro 
[cſſen their care, as aiſo toafford them their beſt aſrffance and 
counfei! in the diſcuiton and jetermination of great and dith= 
C{2!t affaires ; but not for them to preſcribe and ſet downe /awes, 
orders, a:1d ordinances, that ſhould either modezate their royall 
liberty , or 67zale and revenge what they conceive to be 1do- 
Zarry or Tyranny.

ſticke in the opinton of the ſimple, that are not able ro diſcerne 
the ſ/abti/ry of thoſe diſtractors,. | : 
And as the: diminifs and undermine the credit and reputati- 
on of the beſt Governours, by no other engine then a /yzzg” 
tongue and a falſe pen , fo with the ſame inſtruments they doe

ings, by decetving the molt fmple with ſuch equivocall lyes, as a ſtrange equis 
any /exſivle man might well wonder, that they ſhould be {o 3s vocauon.

which I knew, that beat his wife almoſt to death; and faid, he 
beat not her, but that evill perrr that was in her. 

Therefore the Lord hateth this abominable finne, becauſe it 
1s #1poſſible the people ſhould be {o ſoon drawn into rebellion,if 
they did not credit theſe defamarions : But the wiſe man tells 
us, that Srultrs credit omni verbo ; therefore no wile man will 
beleeve thoſe falſe and wicked {landers, that ſuch malicious Reg 
bels doe ſpread abroad againſt their King, Prince, or Prieſt , or 
any other Governour of Gods people. 

8. After they had thus ſlandered theſe good men, they fell to 
open ray/ing againlt them, as you may ſee, Nnmb. 16. 13,14. 
for nov! they had eatezx ſhame, and dranke after 1t ; and there. 
fore they cared not what they ſaid ; and fo now we finde how 
the Revels deale with our King, and with our Biſhops too; with 
our 1eſes, and with our efaron; for here in /relaxd they re. 
bell againſt their Soveraigne, becauſe he 1s no Papsſt, and will 
not comntenance the Papsſts as they deſire: And in England, 
they rayle at him, and rebel! againſt him , becauſe they ay, he 
isa Paps/t , and doth connive at Popery, and hath.a defigne to 
bring in Popery into the Kingdome ; which 1s as flata lye as the 
father of lyes hath ever invented. So the Biſhops here are dri- 
ven out of all, (as my ſelfe am expelled, adibrs & ſedibus, and 
left deſtitute of all reliefe) becauſe we are no Papifts, but doe 
both preach and wrzte againſt their errors , as much as any, and 
more {earnealy then many others. And in Englana we are pers 


fecnted , and driven to flie from place to place, or to take our 


place ina hard pr:/oz, (as my ſelfe have beene often forced to 
flie, and to wander in the cold and darke long nights) becauſe 


we are Papiſts, and ſo Popiſhly given ; Good God, what ſhall 
we doe, whither {hall we goe, or what ſhall we fay ? for, 


Nuſquam tata fides, ——nec hoſpes ab hoſpite tutrs, 
We cannot confide jn the confiders, to whom we are become 
malignant enemies for ſpeaking trath ; neither dare we truſt in 
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Lord. | 
9. When they were growne zh4@ impudent , from bad to ,, Diſybedi- 
worſe, both over ſhoves and over bootes; then diſobedience mult ecce. | 
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the followers of the publique faith , nor in the profeſſors of the 
Catholique faith, whereof men malicionſly rejeRing their god- 
ly Biſhops, rebelliouſly fighting againſt their /awfall King , and 
mortally wounding their owne ſoules; have made a ſdipwracke. 
But, If they called the Maſter of the houſe Beelzebub, if they ſaid 
he was a g/utton and a drunkard, what-wonder if they fay theſe 
things of us? and if Chriſt the King of Kings was crucified be- 
ewixt two T heeves, what marvell if this ſervant of Chrilt, our 
King, be thus preſſed, oppoſed, and abufed betwixt two rebel- 
liom factions? and when we ſee our Saviourand our King ts 
handled , it is /eſſe (trange to finde the Biſhops and the Prieſts 
perſecuted and crucified betwixt two heretical and tyrannicall 
parties. Well; Feruſalem, Feruſalem, that killeft the Prophets 
and ſtoneſt them that are ſent unto thee;, take heed lelt the King 
of peace ſhall ſay unto thee, Verily, thou ſhalr ſee me no more, 
till thow ſayeſt, Bleſſed u he that commeth in the name of the 


needs follow; and therefore now putting on their brazez fore-= 
heads, they tell CIofes plainly, We wil not come to thee ; we 
will doe 20zhing that thou willeſt, but will crofſe thee in a/ that 
thou intendelt.: this is our molt peremptory reſolution. .

10, When theſe Rebels had proceeded thus farre, then com 
trary to the /oyall obedience which they owed unto their Prince, 
and which the people promi/e unto Foſhna : They aſcended to 
the height of odious rebeliion, which may not unkitly be called 
AMonſtrum, boyrendum, informe, ingens, cui lumen ademptum, 


and 1s (as Thucydides ſaith) all kinde of evill ; Et gui facit, 


peccatum non facit , ſed ipſe totms eff peccatuw ; and therefore 


Samuel ſaith, that Rebellion u as the ſrnne of Witchcraft , when 
men doe coxfeaerate to give their ſonles unto the Devill ; for 
now theſe Rebels are ready to take armes againſt CMoſes, and 
they had reduced all civill order to confuſed paritie , depoſed 
and deſtroyed their Governoxrs , if the Governour of all the 
world, by whom Kings doe reigne, and who hath prom/ed to 
defend them, had not prevented the fame from Heaven. 

And the reafox why they did all this, and proceeded thus far 
againſt Moſes and Aaron, is intimated 1n the words of my Text, 
eEmulati ſunt, becauſe they would emnlate or imitate Moſes, 
that 1s, to play the o/es, or play the Kings, and play the part 
of the chiefe Pric{t themielves ; for this 1s certaine; that none 
will ezvy,murmare at, flander,and diſobey hjs Kizg fo farre, as 
to make an oper rebellion againſt him, but they that in ſome ſort 
would rule and be Kings themſelves; eſpecially when they ſhall 
{ecke o farre to debilitate their Prince, as that hee ſhall be ze 
wayes able to make reli[tance ; for they thinke, if Treaſon proſe 
per, "ti m0 Treaſon ; what's the reaſon ? if 1t proſper, who dares 


| call it Treaſon? and none would diſobey their Biſhops or chiefe 


Prieſts, but they that would,and cannot be Biſhops themſetves; 
becauſe pride and ambition are the two (ides of that bellowes, 
which blowes up diſobedience-and rebellion. 

But they thar are ill /exva»rs will prove worſe maſters ; they 
that will not learne how to obey, can never tell how to 7#/e ; 


and if Hoſes were, as theſe Rebels ſuggeſted, a Tyrant ; yet the 
Philoſopher 


\ 
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Philoſopher tells us, we had better endure oe Tyrant, then, as 
they were, 250 Tyrants. And the Homilie of the Church tells 
us, that contrary to their hopes , God never ſuffers the greateſt 
treaſons or rebellion for any long time to proſper. 

Therefore, when under /oyall pretences we ſee nothing but 
ſtxdied miſchiefes, and moſt crafty endeavours to innovate our 
government; or to #broyle the Kingdome-in a civil war, that 
ſo they may hh in a troubled water; let us never be fo ſtupid as 
to ſecure them in theſe actions, to produce our dz/credit for our 
fimplicity, and deſftr#&#72z for our difloyalty ; but rather ler us 
feave them as Delinquents,to the juſtice of our Lawes, and the 

 mmercie of the King ; and this will be the readieſt way to cffe& 
peace and happinefle to our Nation, |

the Saint of the Lord: Nay more then this, they angred God 
himſclfe, ſo farre that fire mas kinaled tm his wrath, and it buy. 
ad tothe bottome of bell. And as theſe rebels were Lords and 
Levites, Clergic and Laity , fo God did proportion their puniſh - 
ments according to their finnes: for the Zevires, that were to 
kindle fire upon Gods Altar, and ſhould have beene more hea« 
venly, and thoſe 250 men which uſurped the Office of the 


Pricfts; He ſent fire from heaven to devour them: and the Nobts- 


{ity that were Lay Loras, the Prophet tels you, the earth opened 
and ſwallowed up Dathan, ana covered the Congregation of 
of eAbiriam. A moſt fearfull cxample of a juſt judgement;for 
to have ſecne then dead upon the earth, as the Egyptians upon 
the ſhore, bad beene very /amentable; but to ſec the earth open- 
3ng,and the graves devouring them quick, was moſt lamentable, 
and fo ſtrange that we never read of ſuchrevenge taken of 1/r4- 
el ; never any better deſerved: and which is more, S: Baſit 
ſaith,quod deſcenderunt in infernum damuatorum: they fell into 
the very pit of the damned; which doleful! judgement, though 
they well deſerved it, yet I will Icave that undetermined, 
Andif theſe rebels, proceeding not ſo farre, whatſoever they 
intcnded,as to offer v1o/ence, and to make an open ware againſt 
Moſes, were {o heavily plagued for the Embrio of their rebel- 
lion, what tongue ſhall be able to expreſſe the dereſtation of 
that ſinne, aud the deſerts of thoſe rebels, that by their /ſ#brilty 
and cruelty would bring a greater perſecution uponthe Church, 


then any that we read lince the time of Chriſt, and by a deſpe= 


rate diſobedience to a moſt Gratiow King, would utterly overs 


throw a moſt flouriſhing State? a rebellion and perſecution, {the 


one againſt the King : the other againſt the (harch, that in all 

reſpeRs can ſcarce be paralleled from the beginning of the 

world to this very day. 

And therefore except they do ſpeedsly repent withthat meas 

(#re of repentance, as ſhall be in ſome ſort proportionable tothe 

meaſare of their tranſgreiJion, I feare God in juſtice will Ar

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with them as he did with the /ewes,deliverthem into the hand z. Chron: 36. 
of their Enemies, that will have no compaſſion upon young man, 17. 
or maiden, old man, or him that ſtoopeth for age; or rather, as hee 
did with Pharaoh King of Epgype,dcliver them up to a reprobate 
| ſenſe and hardes their hearts, that they cannot repent, but in 
their folly and obſtinacie till ro fight againſt Heaves, untill the 
God of heaven ſhall overthrow them with a moſt fearful de 
ſtruction ;z the which I pray God, they may foreſee 1n time, 
and repent, that they may prevent it, that God may be #4 mer- 
Cifull unto us, as be uſeth to be ro thoſe that love his Name.

ments, and hu rigbteon(neſſe unto the Kings Son,that he would 
_ Either paige his heart to right, and direl# his feere to the way 
of peace : oras he hath ſent him in his f#ry, ſo hee would take 
him away 1n bis mercy. But for our /e/ves of theſe Hands we 
have a King,and I ſpeak it here in the fght of God,andas I ſhall 
anſwer for what I fay at the dreadfull judgement,not to flatter 
him that heares mee not, but to i»forme thoſe of you thar 
know him not fo well as I, that had the happincſſe to live with 
my ever honoured Lord, the Noble Earle of Pembroke and 
HMontgomery,16.0r 17. yeares inthe Kings houſe,and of them

& praciors King;& Ibelceve,the beſt Proteſtant King that ever

lo unblameable life, ſo ſpotleſſe in all his ations, lo clement, and 

fo mecke towards al men, and fo mercifull towards his very 

enemizs (that the mouth of Envie cannot truly taxe him, nor . 

malice it ſelfe diſprove him in any thing. Yet wee know that 

as Moſes th: meckeſt among men, and Davea the beſt of 

Kings, were ſore afflicted, flandered, and perſecuted, not a 

little, by many of their owne obliged ſubjeRs ; yea, and the 

beſt Kings have had the greateſt troubles; fo this good King 

hath had for his cryall a great part of the hke uſage, I know 

not by whom, neither doI intend here to accuſe others, but 

to inſtrut you,and by what 1 ſhewed cut of this rext to 

tcach you above all, totake heed of di/obedience and Rebellion 

toivards your King : and to let you underſtand that what priws- 

ledges in the New Teſt are acknowledged to be due to Heathen TC 

Princes,and what prerogarsves the ſpirit of God hath in the O!4  "wenlie 

Teſtament, warranted unto the Jewiſh Kings, and what the onely 

univerſall Law of Narzre, hath eſtabliſhed upon all the ſwpreme «Cf, 

Governonrs, do all of them appertaine by unqueſtionable righr Loy tra 

unto his moſt ſacred Majeſty ; and yet His Majeſty out of His 3this 

ixcomparable goodneſſc infiſtethnot to challenge all theſe, but  arſu 

vouchſafethto accept of eho/e rights and prerogatives, whictr like 

are undoubtedly afforded him by the Lawes of His own Lands: It tren 

aud theſe come farre ſhort, ſcarce the moity of the other; be- who 

cauſe we know, if our Hiſtorians have not d<cetived mee, how  to>1 
- many of them were obtained, by little better then by force 

and vivlence,compelling Kings to conſcnt unto them;whereas| 

Lawes ſbould be of a freer nature. | 

And therefore of all the Nations round about us, beſides 

that God hath intruſted Him withusall , wee have moſt rea» 

ſon to entruſt him, and to give creditunto His Majeſties many 

proteſtations(too high to be forgotten by him,or miſaoubted by 

us )for His reſolution,to mainraine the Liberty.of his Subjecs, 

the juſt Priviledgpes of Parliaments, and the true eſtabliſhed Re- 

ligion in the Kingdome of England : and likewiſe to rule over 

us according to our Zawes, in this Realine of Ireland, And 
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we have eaſt reaſon to rebell and take armes againſt him ; and 
therefore let us not be perſwaded by any meanes by any man to 
doe it, becauſe God will preſerve his annointed , and will, as 
' you ſee, plague the Rebels ; but letus pray for our King , and 
praiſe God night and day, that he which might bave given us a 
bramble, not onely to teare our fleſh,but alſo to ſet us all on fire, 
hath given us ſuch a Ceaar, ſuch a gracious and a pioxs Kingzand 
it either forreigne toes, or domeſtique Rebels, doe'preſle him ſo, 
that he hath zecd of us, let us adde our helpe , and hazard our 
lives to defend and protect him that proteceth us; and ſuffe- 
reth all for the proteHion of Gods ſervice, as it was effab!iſhed 
in the p#reff time of Reformation, and for the preſervation of 
our Lawes from any corrapt interpretation, or arbitrary invaſi- 
On upon them ) bY thoſe fattious men, thatunder fare, yet falſe 
pretences , have, with wozarozs ſubtilty, and with moſt ſubtle 
hypocriſie, ſeduced ſo many ſmple men, to partake with them 
not onely to overthrow the trxe Religion, to imbaſe the Church 
of Chriſt, that hitherto hath continued glorious in this Nation , 
and by trampling the molt learned under feer, to reduce Popery 
into this Kingdome,and to bring ir Athei/me or Barbariſme in» 
to our Pulpits, when they make their (ach. men and Trades - 
men, like Feroboams Prieſts, the baſeſt of the people, to become 
' their zrencher Chaplaines, and the teachers of thoſe poore ſheep, 
for whom the Son of God hath ſhed his precioms bloud, but al. 
ſoto change the well: ſetled government , and to ſubvert the 
whole fabricke of this farmz975 Common: wealth, cither by their 
7JraAnuny, Or bringing all into an eAnarchie : for if we have any 
' regard of any of theſe things, either :r#e Religion, or ancient 
| Covernment ; a gracio's King,and a /carned Clergy; a glorious 
* Church, and a floriing Kingdome;; we ought not to ſpare our 
| Y90ds, or be n:ggaras in our contributions ro helpe his Maje- 
ſtie: yea,as Debora ſaith, To helpe the Lord againſt the mighty, 
» Oc,if webe cold and carelcile herein. pexuriozs and tenacious of 
| our wor/aly pelfe, preferring our gold before our Ged; or fea- 
ring graceleſſe Rebels more then we love our gracious King, Tt 
may fall out, as Saint Azgaſtine ſaith, 2 od noa capit Chriſt us 
 rapit fiſtas orasit did with the (arthaginians , who becauſe | 
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they would not affilt Hanniball with ſome reaſonable propor 
tion of their eſtates, they loſt all unto the Romans, and with 
the Conſtantinopolitans, that for denying a little to Paleologus, 
loſt all unto the T#rkes ; ſo we may be robbed and pillaged of 
all, becauſe we would not parte with /omze : and I had rather 
the King ſhould have 4/1 have, th-n that the Rebe7s ſhould 
have any part thereof. Therefore i 50pe I ſhall perſwade all 
good men to honour God with their riches , and to aſliſt His Ma- 
jeltie to the uttermoſt of their powers, even tothe hazard, and 
to the loſſe both of /iberty and /ife. And doing thi, cur God 
which is the King of Kings , wil} Slefſe us, and defend us from 
ail evill, and make us K :»p5 axa Prieſts to live with him for 
ever and ever , through jeſus Chriſt our Lord : To- 
whom with the Father and the Holy Spirit , 
be all praiſe and glory, and dominion, 
from henceforth for evermorc.
